RESOLUTION 

No. 17(38) /Comp/84(Part).—The Government of India 
have had under consideration, tho question of reviewing the 
existing policy for Computer Software Export, Software 
Development and Training. As a first step in that direction, 
the President has been pleased to decide that the following 
POTTCY ON COMPUTER SOFTWARE EXPORT, SOFT¬ 
WARE DEVELOPMENT AND TRAINING shall come into 
elfcct : 

H. OBJECTIVES OF THE POLICY 

Tlie main basis is that any policy framework and its imple¬ 
mentation has to take an integrated view of both local deve¬ 
lopment of software and software export. 

The noliev is broadly aimed at accomplishing the following 
basic objectives : 

I. To promote software exports to take a quantum jump 
and capture sizeable share in international software market. 

2. To promote the integrated development of software in 
tire country for domestic as well as export markets. 

3. To simplify the existing procedures to enable the soft¬ 
ware industry to grow at a faster pace, 

4. To establish a strong base of software industry in the 
country. 

5. To promote the use of computer as a tool for decision 
ranking and to increase work efficiency and to promote appro¬ 
priate applications which are of development catalysing 
nature with due regard for long term benefit of computerisa¬ 
tion to the country as a whole. 

III. IMPORT POT ICY FOR PROMOTING SOFTWARE 
DEVELOPMENT AND EXPORT : 

A programme for promoting computer software develop¬ 
ment, particnlarlv for export, is In operation in the Department 
of •■lect'-onics Hince 1972 under the Software Export Scheme. 
This scheme is now modified for greater effectiveness and 
simplicity of operation as follows : 

1. For an organisation setting up an exnort-oriented soft¬ 
ware enmnanv and renu'rlno Irnrwx of hardware and to* - soft¬ 
ware of computer/computer-based system for the purpose, 
foreign exchange requirement for such import can be met 


through any combination of the following options in any 
proportion : 

A : From the Government of India 

B1 : Through Non Resident Indian participation 

B2 : With FE entitlement as a result of excess exports 

B3 : With foreign participation 

B4 : Through any other source permitted by Reserve Bank 
of India. 

2. The imports under this software export scheme will have 
software export obligation equal to 250% of FE usrd under 
option A PLUS 150% of FE used under options B1 to B4, 
to be fulfilled in a four-year period. The export obligation 
for software develoncd for export on indigenous computers 
would be zero percent. 

3. The use of the imported computer system may be in any 
proportion of domestic and export activities. 

4. Fulfilment of the export obligations will be met by the 
net foreign exchange earned. Net foreign exchange earned 
for this purpose is defined as foreign exchange innows as a 
result of software exports less foreign exchange outflows oh 
account o c expenditure other than initial hardware and/or 
software import. 

5. Computer software export will include b-sides nhvsical 
export on ma^n-tic m dia or on paper, also export th-ough 
sat'-hhe data link and con c " 1 hrcv d-li'-rred a* th“ location of 
foreign client abroad by Indian computer expertise. 

6. Software exporters will b“ encouraged to fulfil their ex¬ 
port obfi'e-oion as fast ns possible. However, minimum levels 
of cumulative export over the four years period will be ; 

By the end of 2nd year : 20% of export ob'igation. 

By the end of 3rd year : 50% of export obligation. 

By the end of 4th year : 100% of export obligation. 

7. Each vear, if the company does not show export perfor¬ 
mance as given above, the amount falling short of *he diffe¬ 
rential obligation will be paid to the Government of India on 
penalty. 

8. The export obligation will start from the date on which 
custom clearance for the first consignment of imports is 
obtained. 

9. In case of imnort of old computer systems, the value of 
eoni'Tilent new r^nnt-r system will be taken for determin¬ 
ing tho export obligation. 
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10. In case of import of compu'er svstem on lease basis, 
fi“ foreign exchange outflow for this purpose will b- tak‘ n as 
CIF value of an equivalent imported computer as determined 
by IMSC for determining the export obligation. 

11. In case of use of computer systems, databases and 
services located abroad, the extent of export obligation will bo 
decided by IMSC on a case to case basis. 

12. The following conditions will apply to imports under 

the above scheme : 

1, The import will be exempt from NMI clearance. 

2. The import of computer systems for software exports 
would normally be permitted on outright purchase and 
actual user basis. 

OR 

The computer systems will also be permitted to be 
Imported on lease basis for software export projects. 

OR 

Software companies will also be permitted to use/ 
access computer system, software and databases located 
abroad via satellite data links for their software ex¬ 
port projects. 

13. The import under the software export scheme will be 
non-transferrable and on actual basis. 

14. Customs duty of 60% of ad-valorem will be charged 
for the imports under software export scheme. In case of 
EXIM Bank scrutinised proposals, where bank is undertaking 
the financial and technical analysis as well as monitoring the 
progress of exports, a custom duty rebate of 50% would bo 
provided. All computers imported for 100% export would be 
eligible for zero percent duty subject to custom bonding. 

15. Indian FXTM Bank will also provide foreign exchange 
to softwa e exporter for imports. The export obligat on in this 
case will be 350% of FE used and will be fulfilled n a four- 
year period starting from the date on which the custom 
clearance for the first import consignment was made. The 
Government clearance procedures wll be maximally simpli¬ 
fied by clearance issued by Chairman, IMSC normally 
ba r ed only on EXIM Bank recommendation. Each year, if 
the comi»n" does not 'h^w exoort rv*rf' , rm:'nce n« slr'wn in 
Para III (6i above, twice he amount falling short of the 
obligation will be paid to EXIM Bank in rupees as penalty. 
The exact d^'alls of this scheme will be notified by EXIM 
Bank separately. 

16. When software export is made through a dedicated 
earth station /satellite links, the following additional terms 
and conditions will apply for that Dart of the rrmit of the 
comwnv which makes use of the dedicated earth station/ 
satellite links : 

(i) Export obligation will be determined by IMSC on a 
case to case basis. 

(il) Security and communication arrangements will be 
determined bv a Standing Sub-Commim— of rMSC 
with i epresentatives of DOE, DOT, OCS, MHA and 
MOD as members. 

(iii) Satellite links can be used only for 100% export 
activities. All Imoorts connected with this will be 
exempted from duty. 

(iv) Declaration of exports Rhall be made on a Special 
Fvno'i declaration Form notified by RBI in lieu of 
thej GR form 

(v) The Government of India can terminate the appro¬ 
vals /clearances given for the use of the dedicated 
earth station/the satellite links without assigning 
any reason whatsoever and without any liability to 
Government if it is deemed necessary in the national 
interest. 

17. Software exporters can augment an imported computer 
system bv upto 20 percent of the CTF value of 'he original 
Import either through their own FE or after completing 20 

rcent of the exoort ob'Untion. Such imports will have 
rther export obligation similar to the originally imported 
system. 1 


IV. POLICY FOR SOFTWARE IMPORT 

1. Software Development is labour intensive. Cost of local 
development of software would intrinsically be several times 
less tnau the cost of development of the same in developed 
countries. However, where standard software packages /mo¬ 
dule) are sold in very large numbers abroad their import will 
be cheaper than local development In view of this, for any 
category of software, uniform fiscal protection of 60% ad- 
valorem on the price of the software plus the price of the 
media on which it is imported would be adequate. Any soft¬ 
ware in any media in any number of licensed copies will be 
permitted to be imported on OGL either by an actual user 
or by a computer manufacturer or by a softwaro company 
on stock and sales. Neither NMIC nor 1 >Oj_ concessional 
duty certificate would be required. 

2. If software is imported with permission to copy/dupli¬ 
cate without payment of royalty, the duty of 60% ad-valorem 
will be on this one time payment. 

3. If software is imported with permission to copy/dupli¬ 
cate upto a specified maximum number of copies, the duty of 
60% au-valorem will be lev ed in advance on th' royalty pay¬ 
able on this maximum number in addition to initial one time 
payment, if any. 

4. As software is governed only bv copyright act the royalty 
remittance rules and procedures will be identical to those 
applicable to licensed copying/duplicating of Copyrighted 
books. 

5. Technology Development Fund (TDF) of Ministry of 
Industry can be used for Software Import for captive use. 

V. EXCESS EXPORT ENTITLEMENT 

1. 30% of excess software export earnings made over and 
above the export obligation can be made use of by the soft¬ 
ware exporter for importing new computer systems, software 
and hardware sub-system and /or augmenting his existing 
computer installation asd office equipment and computer 
spare parts. This import will be aimed at taking up further 
software exports and will be subject to actual user condition 
and export obligation of 150% of CIF value of import. 

2. The excess export benefit provision can be accumulated 
for a period of three years. The software exports made after 
1-4-1984 will only be taken Into consideration for this pur¬ 
pose. 

VI. FOREIGN COLLABORATION AND FOREIGN IN¬ 
VESTMENT 

1. Foreign collaboration and/or foreign Investment in soft¬ 
ware development activity for exports and/or domestic mar¬ 
kets will be permitted as per provisions of FERA. 

2. Software development for domestic market win be per¬ 
mitted to wholly owned Indian companies and companies hav¬ 
ing foreign equity upto 40%. 

3. Companies with foreign equity exceeding 40% will be 
permitted only for 100% export projects. 

VII. MARKETING ABROAD 

1. Software exporters will be permitted to pay Commiarion 
to foreign firms /’distributors /retailers for their services to¬ 
wards ma keting, training, installation, after sales suoport In 
the foreign markets. 

2. Software exporters will be permitted to establish joint 
ventures and/or marketing sub idiaries and offices abroad 
for effective promotion of Indian software products and ser¬ 
vices in foreign markets. 

3. Software exporters generally need to incur reasonable 
level of expenditure on foreign tours, setting up of foreign 
offices, Retting experts from abroad, ob'aining drawing 'd"siRna, 
payment o r commission rates, etc. For expenditure on such 
items a unit w'll be permitted an FE allocation of 30% of its 
net foreign exchange earnings in the previous year; however, 
the allocation for the first year will be decided based on the 
recommendations of IMSC. All these FE allocations would 
be in the nature of blanket permits by die RBI, 
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VIII. RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

1. The Department of Electronics will launch extensive 
research, design and development programmes in Government, 

1 Public and Private sectors in frontier areas of computer tech¬ 
nology to enable India to compete in the world markets on 
long term basis. 

2. As import substitution, specific software packages will be 
identified for development, which otherwise would have to be 
imported. 

3. Software houses and manufacturers will be encouraged 
to establish R&D groups to undertake new R&D projects and 
to absorb the imported knowhow, RAD projects in software 
area will be given the same incentives as available to indus¬ 
trial R&D. 

IX. EXCISE DUTY 

The computer software will continue to be exempted from 
excise duty as in the past. 

X. INDUSTRIAL FRAMEWORK FOR POLICY IMPLE¬ 
MENTATION 

As provided for in the Computer Policy (Para C.2) of 19 
November 1984, the Department of Electronics has already 
set up a Software Development Agency. This agency will 
coordinate the implementation of this policy, monitoring the 
performance of software exports, and taking up ac'ivpies to 
promote the integrated growth of software industry for domes¬ 
tic as well as export markets. 

XI. FINANCING 

1. Them is a need for understanding the very nature of 
software development business, where the main nsT-t of the 
software company is train rower. Therefore, DOE will sup¬ 
port financial institutions cvo'"i"e dynamic no-ms for risk 
financing an t hr making available venture capital for com¬ 
puter professionals. 

2. The Department of Electronics will sunnort the financing 
of software development and export proi-efs bv nationalised 
banks and financial institutions on the pattern of the scheme 
outlined in Para 111-15. 

X(I. PROCEDURES 

I. The Inter-Ministerial Standing Committee ('MSC) of the 
Department of Electronics will function as an effective instru¬ 
ment for sinnle point clcnrance and for coo-da-mion of action 
of all cases of software development and software export. 

2 For software export project, the enterpreneur will apply 
to CCI Wing of DOE in the form prescribed in anp-ndix ET-C 
of Handbook of Import and Export Procedures 1985—88. The 
proposal will be considered in 1MSC and the decision will be 
conveved directly by IMSC to the applicant within a p-riod of 
six weeks. For cases under EXIM Rank Scheme applications 
should be directly submitted to the EXIM Bank. 

3. All applications for import licence/custom clearance 
permit in format prescribed bv CCT&E will be sent directly 
to CCI-Wing of DOE. The import licence /custom clearance 
permit for imnort of the computer/computer-based systems 
will be Issued bv JCC T &E at Headquarters who will be dele- 
six week r. For cases under EXIM Rank Fch"rn„ applications 
dations of IMSC. He will be a member of IMSC. 

4. Tn the case involving foreign collaboration and foreign 
investment. TMSr win examine and recommend the case 
direct to Chairman, FIB, for necessary approval, 

5. Software exports will be eligible to all direct tax benefits 
as available to the other types of exports. 

6. An empowered renrrsentative of the T-i-nartment of

7. DOF will register the software development organizations 
engaged in software development for export purposes. 


8. A legal bond/undertaking wDl be executed by the soft¬ 
ware exporter with Government of India for export obliga¬ 
tion. 

XIH. LEGAL PROTECTION OF SOFTWARE 

The software is protected in India under Copyright (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1984, Clause 2(c). 

XIV. GENERAL 

1. The software development activity aimed for domestic 
market or for inhouse use will be dellcensed in cases where 
such activity does not require the computer system to bo Im¬ 
ported. 

2. Software development for inhotBe use or by Chari¬ 
table ins itutions or by Government/fully Government financ¬ 
ed organizations or by non-profit R&D organisations or by 
non-profit educational institutions or by non-profit non-com¬ 
mercial organisations will be treated as Consultancy Service*. 
All other software development activities will be regarded as 
industry. Any additional definition for categorisation under 
this purpose will be decided by IMSC. 

3. A depreciation rate of 40% will be allowed in case of 
computer system imported or locally purchased under the 
Software Export Scheme. 

4. In case the software exporter fails to comply wTh the 
conditions subject to which the import is allow'd, he will be 
liable to action under Imports and Exports (Cont ol) Act, 
1947, as amended, Imports-Exports Control Orders and other 
provisions connected therewith 

5. All the major users of software, while floating tenders/ 
enquiries will also contact software houses for their software 
requirements in addition to computer manufacturers 

6. Foreign exchange earned on account of software export 
will be entitled to Cash Compensatory Support (CCS) as per 
prevailing rates and procedures. 

7. Progress of software exports would be monitored closely. 
DOE will furnish every month detailed information on till 
the applications for software exports and the progress of 
action thereon to the Cabinet Secretariat and to the Ministry 
of Commerce for being placed before the Empowered Com¬ 
mittee of Secretaries on Exports; Tnfomation in regard to 
volume of softwart exports will be furn : shed by DOE on a 
quarterly basis, for which DOE mav stipulate to the exporters 
to furnish all neccssarv information. For all EXTM Bank 
cases. EXTM Bank will undertake the monitoring of imple¬ 
mentation of the projects and the actual volume of exports 
and will send quarterly reports to DOE and the Cabinet 
Secretariat 


XV. POLICY ON TRAINING 

1. Policy on Training of computer Software and Service* 
Personnel will be as follows : 

(a) Departmental Institutions 

The Department of Electronics in consultation with the 
Department of Education and UGC, will Ret up a chain of 
four Indian Institutes of Informatics Technology (IHTs) in 
each of the four regions of the country and respectively affi¬ 
liated institutes in each of the State capitals. Tho chain cf. 
super coninuters/mainframe computer / snn“r mini computers 
and mini/mxro computers and the specialist personn -1 o r the 
National Informatics Centre as part of its nation-wide net¬ 
work. NICNFT. wou '4 form the bes ; c infrastructure wh'ch. 
will be utilised by ITTTs and their affiliated institutes. The 
chain of these four TlJTs and the affiliated Institutes will 
have the status equivalent to National Institutes like Tit* 
and would be run and managed on similar pattern. The 
training will be a long modem concents like computer-aided 
ins'ruct'on, comnut*r network-based open university wstem, 
computer aided aptitude evaluation and testing, modular 
training systems, etc. 
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(b) Sponsored Projects 

The Department of Electronics has Plan Programmes for 
promoting eeutes lor" computer education and uaja ng witn- 
in pubuciy lunded educational inatitu ions. DOE also spon¬ 
sors uie lunmng Ot courses Lure M.ieCu., lvl.\—A. i Ort- 
Oiaduate Diploma in computer Scitnce, Teachers rianng 
Courses, etc. As a policy, the Plan allocation made available 
to the Plan pcoje.is will c^muicn.ura.e witn tne gup m man¬ 
power esdmated over toe following live years. 

(c) Private sector education and training institutions 

Private sector education and training institutions will be 
cncouiaged by the oovernmem with tne foIow,ng set of in¬ 
centives provided they comply with the obligations listed 
hereunder : 

Incentives 

(i) Computer systems, harware and/or software designed 
for computer aided instruction will bo allowed for import at 
a duty of 60 percent 

(ii) Programmed texts and graphic material in computer 
media will bo allowed for import on OGL at a duty ol 60 
percent 

(iii) Foreign exchange to the extent of US $ 5,000 per 
100 man-years of computer related train ng by the Insttutiou 
subject to a maximum of US $ 10,000 per annum will be 
made available for any of the following purposes. 

(a) Hosting foreign experts in computer related areas 
from abroad subject to normal security clearances. 

(b) Buying of consultancy from abroad in Education 
Technology in computer related areas. 

(c) Importing training equipment and Educatioal aids 
on OGL for captive u e. These imports are duty 
free and without production of NMI Certificate. 

(iv) The institutions who pass the actual quality and ser¬ 

vice standards stipulated by a special body set up/emrusted 
by toe Department of Electronics, wou d be perm.tted to use 
the title, "Recognised by the Department of Elect! o ics” in 
the certificates/diplomas awarded to the trainees by tho 
institution. I 

(v) In titutions recognised by Department of Electronics 
under (iv) above, will be eligible for Income Tax deduc¬ 
tions as per IT Rules applicable to Charitable organisations/ 
in3'itu lions. 

Obligations : 

(i) The institution shall have a minimum level of in¬ 
frastructure of raulnment and fi'E-ri t Acuity as 
prescribed by DOE or IX)E designated body from 
time to time. 

(ii) The trainees at different levels wff' be riven a spe¬ 
cified m'nhnum hands-on experience on computers 
as laid down by DOE from time to f ime. 

(ili) DOF, w'11 issue nrescribed sy'lnbl for various 
coupes /training modules from time to time, as 
b'oad guidel'nes. 

(iv) The institution shall allow quaFtv certification pro¬ 
cedures o f DOE to be carried out, Only the organi¬ 
sations psyins the "qua' : tv of Lanina" evaluation, 
win be eligible for utilising incen’ive (iv) and (v) 
above. 

(v) Whexe necessarv, DOE will conduct or arrange to 
conduct through d-s ; -nsted oraan-'ations, local/ 
national level examinations with paper setting and 
evaluation. 

(vi) Atleast 50 nercent or the enrolment in the com¬ 
puter course" /training of tu e Institution wi" be on 
tV hnrio of m-ri* fiu-lud : n° a specified n.iots for 
Scheduled Caste/Scheduled Tribe candidates) as 


per norms prescribed by the Government from time 
lo tunc. Eor suen canuiuaics, tue be^etu Oi uumd- 
tt.d cruise ii.es oiipUiawtl oy ia>e wul be made 
app.icable by tne msiuu.frn.
